Many Noted Men Among ‘, ,700 ir 


at Simple Ceremony at the 
Cathedral of St. John. 


MANNING READS SERVICE| 


All Relatives Present Except Sister 
and Her Son—Employes in 60 
Cities Stop Work in Tribute. 


Statesmen, judges, leaders of industry, 
bankers, publishers, educators and 
others whose names are high on the 
nation’s rolls of noted men united yes- 
terday to honor the character and 
achievements of the late Frank A. Mun- 
sey, owner and editor of The Sun and 
The Evening Telegram, whose funeral 
services were conducted by Bishop Wil- 
liam T. Manning at the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine. 

Gathered in the dim liglit which shone 
through the stained glass windows were 
officials of the city and State, promi- 
nent men in the professions and work- 
ers in sixty cities in the Munsey enter- 
prises, where all work stopped for a 
few minutes during the funeral. 

As the voice of Bishop Manning nead 
the simple, impressive funeral service 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
heads were bowed and women relatives 
of the publisher, silent figures in black, 
wept silently. 

All but Two Relatives Present. 


Of Mr. Munsey’s few remaining rela- 
tives all were present but his sister, 
Mrs. John M. Hyde, his senior by sev- 
eral years, and her son, Fred: Hyde. 
Mrs. Hyde's train was late and she ar- 
rived in the city at 6 o’clock last night 
from Florida. This morning she will 
look on the face of her brother for the 
last time. Then the body will be taken 
from St. Ansgarius’s Chapel, where, it 
lay in state last night, to Woodlawn 
Cemetery where it will rest until Spring, 
when it will be taken to the family 
vault at Lisbon Falls, Me. 

The chancel where the bronze coffin 
vested during the s ces was banked 
with scores of flora] tributes, the frag- 
rance of which filled the cathedral. 
There were wreaths and garlands of gor- 
geous flowers and the coffin was cov- 
ered with a thick blanket of roses, sent 
by Mrs. Hyde and her son. 

The harmonies of the vested choir of 
aixty voices, men and boys, filled the 
edifice and drifted outside, where work- 
men were busy on the nave of the cath- 


edral, in the construction of which Mr. |- 


Munsey was deeply interested. Ancient 
hymns were sung to the deep-throated 
accompaniment of the organ played by 
Dr. Miles Farrow. The 1,700 men and 
women present included typesetters and 
workers from the mechanical depart- 
ments of the Munsey enterprises and 
employes of the Mohican Grocery Stores, 
which he owned. 


Cathedral Decorated for Christmas 


The cathedral was decorated with 
wreaths of holly and ropes of Christmas 
green hung in festoons along the sides 
of the building. In the Chancel were 
gzome Christmas trees, emblematic of 
Maine, birthplace of the late publisher. 


The Christmas decorations had been 
put into place in preparation for the 
Christmas celebration this morning. 

New York State was represented by 
Governor Smith and the city by Mayor- 
elect James J. Walker at whose side was 
George W. Olvany, leader of Tammany 

. Hall. Delegations were present from 
the Police and Fire Departments. 

The services which followed the ritua! 
for the burial of the dead contained in 
the Book of Common Prayer of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, began at 
10 o'clock. 

The procession ‘headed by a crucifér 
bearing aloft the cross moved into the 
body of the cathedral while the or- 
gan’s heavy notes sounded the prelude. 
Then followed the choir and the as- 
sisting clergy. These were the Very 
Rev. Howard C. Robbins, Dean of the 
cathedral; the Rev. Dr. Robert Ellis 
Jones, Canon Bursar of the cathedral 
and the Rev. J. Mark Ericsson, Pre- 
centor, who was master of ceremonies.

CLEANS UP ITS DOCKET | 


Thirty British and American 
Cleims Are Disposed Of in a | 
Sixty-Day Session.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The Ameri- 
ean-British Arbitration Tribunal, created 
by treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain in 1910 for the settlement 
of certain long-standing claims between 
the two nations, concluded its work here 
today by gisposing of all the claims 
scheduled for arbitration in the treaties. 

The tribunal has been in session in 
Washington for the past two months, 
during which time it disposed of over 
thirty cases. Twenty British claims 
growing out of the destruction of Brit- 
ish property in the Philippines during 
the Filipino insurrection were dismissed 
as having no foundation in international 
law. Nine British claims growing out 
of the alleged wrongful treatment of 
British subjects in Hawaii in 1895, prior 
to the ennexation of Hawaii by the 
United States, were also dismissed as 
cases in which the United States was 

not liable.

PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia, Dec. 24 (P). 
—The future safety of the small peoples 
of the world depends “upon the moral 
restraint of the great peoples,’’ in the

It also became known that 
Albert Goldman, assistant commercial 
manager for the Edison, Company in 
the Bronx, had been practically decided 
upon for Commissjoner of Plant and 
Structures, although no announcement 
to that effect was made by Senator 
Walker. 

Confers With Smith and Walker. 

Mr. McLaughlin saw both Senator 
Walker and Governor Smith during the 
afternoon. He told both that his per- 
sonal desire and the opportunity for.a 
business career indicated that he should 
not accept the appointment. The 
Mayor-elect, the Governor and other 
Democratic leaders were reported to 


have replied that his duty to the city |' 


was of even more importance. Mr, 
Walker's suggestion that he would seek 
to have the salary of the Police Com- 


missioner raised above the present |‘ 


$10,000 salary after Jan. 1 did not ap- 
pear to make much. difference to Mr. 
McLaughlin. He agreed with Mr. 
Walker that the present salary was too 
small to attract a man of the type de- 
~ sired, but indicated that this would not 
affect his decision. 

Many of Mr. McLaughlin's friends, 
including some in the banking business, 
have advised him to refuse the offer, 
and some in their conversations with 
him have characterized the Police Com- 
missionership as “a graveyard” of a 
—— future. They were said to have 

him that he would enter a new 
field that might not be of service to 
him if he should wish to re-enter bank- 
ing at the end of four years.

Goldman‘ Report Premature. 


News of what amounted to a decision 
to appoint Mr.’ Goldman Commissioner 
of Plant and Structures was apparently 
premature and emanated from the 
Bronx. When asked about the report |

“Both Mayor-elect Walker and Sheriff 
Edward J. Flynn, Democratic leader in 
the Bronx, have urged me to accept the

less unjust to both the operators and 
the miners, but the belief. does exist, 
and what the public really would like
